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South Simcoe police 
lose five auxiliaries

The South Simcoe Police Serv¬ 
ice relies on a complement of 30 
auxiliary officers: trained vol¬ 
unteers who agree to provide at 
least 12 hours of service each 
month. 

The auxiliaries provide assist¬ 
ance in many areas of policing, 
from traffic and marine, to man¬ 
ning the barricades and redirect¬ 
ing traffic during parades. 

For some of the volunteers, the 
program is more than a means of 
giving back to their community. 
For some, it's also the stepping 
stone to a career in policing. 

South Simcoe police recently 


lost five of its auxiliaries. 

One moved on to a supervisory 
job at Georgian Downs and four 
have been taken on full-time by 
other police services. 

"It speaks very well (of the 
South Simcoe police program) 
that they've been hired by 
other police services," Staff Sgt. 
Steve Wilson said at the Nov 17 
meeting of the Bradford West 
Gwillimbury-Innisfil Police 
Services Board. He explained 
that the force will be recruiting 
new auxiliaries to be trained by 
the spring in time for next year's 
parade, and the Pan Am Games. 

Wilson noted that the loss of 
available Auxiliaries - not only 


the five who have taken other 
employment but two more who 
have been reassigned within 
the police service — meant that 
there wasn't enough manpower 
to fill all the traffic points dur¬ 
ing the Nov. 15 Bradford Santa 
Claus Parade, "either with uni¬ 
formed officers or auxiliaries." 
To ensure the same shortage 
doesn't occur during the Innisfil 
Santa Claus Parade, scheduled 
for Nov. 30, the service plans to 
reach out to Georgian College 
and use Policing Foundations 
program students to fill the gaps. 

Chair of the Bradford West 
Gwillimbury-Innisfil Police 
Services Board, Sharon Villani, 


noted that the loss of auxiliaries 
presents a cost to the service in 
terms of training. She wondered 
if there was any way to ensure the 
volunteers would agree to stay 
for at least a year or two before 
taking other employment. 

She was told that the only 
limit is the minimum hours per 
month. 

The South Simcoe police have 
no plan to hire full-time officers 
this year or next, but that could 
soon change, said Insp. Tom 
McDonald. 

"Our attrition over the next few 
years is going to be significant," 
with senior officers retiring from 
the service, he said. 


Funding slashed for VCARS

Funding is being slashed for 
the VCARS program - Victims of 
Crime Assistance & Referral Serv¬ 
ice - beginning in 2015. 

VCARS provides support, coun¬ 
selling, and referrals for victims. 

Police service boards have been 
warned that the cuts, totalling 
33% over the coming years, will 
have a major impact on the provi¬ 
sion of service in Simcoe County, 


which will see staff reduced from 
five to three. 

The cuts will put more pressure 
on local police services to fill the 
gaps. 

"VCARS is very crucial in how 
we deliver our service," South 
Simcoe Police Chief Rick Beaz- 
ley told a Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury-Innisfil Police Services 
Board meeting on Nov. 17. "If it's 
not being dealt with by VCARS, 
it will fall on the police service," 


Beazley warned, noting that leg¬ 
islation requires the provision of 
services. "There is a void there, 
certainly, that could be created." 

Innisfil Mayor Barb Baguley 
suggested that the board should 
protest the proposed cuts and 
notify the funding partners, Inn¬ 
isfil and BWG, of the potential 
financial impact. If officers are 
required to provide victim assist¬ 
ance, spending long hours with 
the victims, it will result in over¬ 


time, she said, and "it could pro¬ 
vide an impact on our operating 
budget." 

The board also decided to 
ask a representative of VCARS 
to address a future meeting, 
explaining the work of the volun¬ 
teer organization, and the impact 
of the cuts. 

Victim assistance represents "a 
big commitment for the smaller 
boards," noted chair Sharon Vil¬ 
lani.

Teenager arrested and charged 


BRADFORD - A teenager 
captured on video during a 
convenience store robbery has 
been arrested and charged. 

South Simcoe police say the 
Holland Street East store was 
robbed Nov. 14. The clerk was 
threatened with a hatchet, but 
was not injured, police said. The 
weapon has been recovered. 

Images were posted on Twitter 
and Facebook, generating 
a number of calls to Crime 
Stoppers. 

A 14-year-old Bradford male 
was scheduled to appear in youth 
court Wednesday, charged with 
one count of robbery. 

Take extra precautions 

The snow and icy road 
conditions have arrived, and OPP 


want to remind motorists to take 
extra precaution when driving on 
roadways. 

Since weather conditions 
change rapidly, it places extra 
demands on your vehicle and 
your driving skills. Keep your 
focus on the road and on other 
vehicles. Anticipate other drivers’ 
actions. Remember also that seat 
belts save lives. Children under 
the age of 12 should ride in the 
back seat, safely seated in a car 
seat or booster seat made for 
their size and age. 

Always drive according to 
weather conditions. Remember 
to keep a safe distance between 
you and the vehicle in front of 
you. The four-second rule applies 
during winter months. If you are 
travelling at a rate of speed higher 


than reasonable or you lose 
control of your car given the road 
condition and become involved in 
a motor vehicle collision, it could 
result in possible charges. 

Loss of control can be traced 
directly back to driver error. 
Remember to drop your speed 
to match road conditions. 
Regardless of driving experience, 
the way your car will move 
on snow or ice always has an 
element of unpredictability. 
Watch for black ice, which can be 
located in shaded areas, bridges 
and overpasses. Don’t tailgate 
because stopping takes much 
longer on snowy and icy roads 
than on dry pavement. 

Know how to handle your 
vehicle in all weather conditions 
and practice safety skills.

Getting a Marriage Certificate Online 

A marriage certificate is a document containing 
the details of a marriage performed in Ontario. The 
certificate can be used to change your name, process 
a divorce, or as a record of family history. In order to 
get the marriage certificate online, the marriage must 
take place in Ontario, or must be registered in Ontario. 
The official who performed the marriage will register 
the certificate by sending a complete and signed 
marriage licence to Service Ontario. The certificate can 
be ordered about 6-8 weeks after it is registered. 

In order to get the certificate, you will need to fill out 
a few simple steps online (about 20 minutes) and you 
will need: 

• the first name and last name of both parties to the 
marriage 

• the date of marriage 

• the name of city or town the marriage took place 

Getting a Death Certificate Online 

A death certificate is a document containing the details 
of a death that took place in Ontario. You can order a 
copy online, if the death is registered in Ontario. You can 
use this certificate to cancel a health card or driver’s 
licence and for insurance purposes. 

To order a death certificate, you will need: 

• first and last name of the person who died 

• sex of the person who died 

• date of death 

• name of city or town in which death took place 

• parental information about the person who died 

• spouse or partner information of person who died, 
if applicable 

The funeral director will issue copies of proof of death 
that you can use in certain situations, however, there 
may be certain organizations that may require an 
official death certificate from the Province of Ontario. 

There are no restrictions on who can apply for a 
short form death certificate. The deceased’s next of 
kin (spouse/common-law partner; partners; children; 
siblings) or authorized representative may apply for a 
long form certified copy, which will include the cause 
of death. 

Costs 

The cost for acquiring either a marriage or death 
certificate is $15 for a file-size copy and $22 for a 
certified certificate. Payment may be made by Visa, 
Mastercard, American Express and Interac. Pick up 
service is not available for the certificate; certificates 
are put in the mail within 15 business days (or you get 
your money back).

College of Trades is 
a botched bureaucracy

^^imcoe North MPP Garfield Dunlop is 
V^/proud of his pre-political vocation as 
a plumber. His family business, rooted in 
Coldwater, is a multi-generational success story. 

So, he knows what it means to be a 
tradesperson and, in recent years, he has 
eagerly and doggedly travelled across the 
province to promote skilled trades and to rally 
against what he calls the disastrous Ontario 
College of Trades - a professional regulatory 
body created by Dalton McGuinty ; s Liberals. 

Many see the college as nothing but a 
bureaucracy and say their annual membership 
fees are akin to hidden taxes unfairly targeting 
hard-working tradespeople. It's hard to argue - 
which is why it's good news Premier Kathleen 
Wynne has conceded there might be issues 
with the agency and supports a review of its 
mandate. 

The college requires the compulsory 
certification of 22 trades, from hairstyling to 
auto mechanics. The required membership 
fee is $120 annually, up more than 600% from 
the $60 most tradespeople previously paid over 
a three-year period to retain their licences. 

As one mechanic lamented, that fee doesn't 
help subsidize his tools or help him in anyway. 
He's still doing the same job and facing the same 
challenges but with less money in his pocket. 

That fee escalation has served as the 
flashpoint for the issue, sparking a Stop the 
Trades Tax campaign that represents more 
than 130,000 tradespeople and includes 8,000 
employers big and small. 

Almost lost in the debate is the real problem: 


The Conference Board of Canada predicts 
Ontario will have about 190,000 fewer skilled 
workers than what will be needed in 2020. 
What will that mean to our economy? It will 
mean stalled projects, lost opportunities and a 
greater need to import workers from outside of 
Ontario. 

In recent years, Orillia's Unison Engine 
Components - now known as Paradigm 
Precision - had to recruit highly skilled 
employees from Quebec. It was a large 
investment - not only in recruitment, but 
offering incentives such as covering housing 
costs - that was necessitated by a lack of skilled 
labourers. 

Will the College of Trades change that? 
Young people, pondering a career as an auto 
mechanic or mason, are likely to turn their 
attention elsewhere when all they hear about is 
this farcical, unnecessary level of red tape that 
will take money out of their pockets. 

We can't help but think Dunlop is on the 
right track. Let's scrap this costly bureaucracy 
whose costs - for very little return on 
investment - are borne by hard-working 
tradespeople. And let's focus on promoting the 
high-paying jobs that are available today and 
in the coming years to those willing to learn a 
trade. 

These are not our fathers' jobs in dirty, dark 
factories. Typically, these are well-paying 
careers in clean, professional environments 
where hard work is rewarded, both monetarily 
and otherwise. That should be the message 
hogging the headlines.

DRIVERS ARE MISUNDERSTOOD 

Food and pizza delivery drivers are the most 
misunderstood workers in the restaurant 
industry. I find it unfortunate that most 
customers seem to ignore them and in some 
cases they get stiffed while delivering your hot 
and ready food to your house. 

It’s not about gas prices, it’s not about hourly 
rate. These people depend on tips like most 
restaurant and entertainment workers do. 
Maybe they’re not your typical waitress 
or waiter, bartender, cook, dishwasher or 
taxi driver. These people work for less than 
minimum wage and they work in harsh climates 
and are exposed to danger by being on the road 
and yes, they work long hours. 

Most takeout restaurants charge for 
delivery service because these drivers work 
independently and are contract drivers. Like 
most of us, this is their means of living. Some 
work as delivery drivers full- or part-time as 
their only job to pay for their bills, put food on 
the table for their family and pay rent. 

The reason they charge for delivering your 
food is because of unpredictable gas prices, 
they have to pay to maintain their vehicles for 
wear and tear, oil change, winter tires and most 
importantly their insurance is very expensive. 
There is no such thing as 30 minutes or free; 
quality food needs time to be prepared and 
cooked well, and all delivery drives abide by 
traffic laws. 

It is sad and rude, when some customers 
complain about paying for delivery service when 
they’re paying for their food. Some even have 
the audacity to say, ‘Oh we don’t feel like going 
out, can you have it delivered’ for no charge. 

Now tell me, my friends, would you work for 
free? 

Would you not tip your waitress or waiter who 
works inside in a warm or cool environment, 


depending on the season, and is paid hourly 
wages? Same goes with bartenders and taxi 
drivers who charge you a fee as soon as you 
sit your bum on their seat. Why do you treat 
delivery drivers any different, when in fact 
these people go through traffic stress, rush 
hour, weather conditions including snow 
storms and distance, not to mention they’re 
exposed to accidents. 

I have seen customers tip $3 dollars for a $6 
glass of Scotch in a bar; that’s 50% of the 
price. Some restaurants include 15% automatic 
gratitude in their dine-in bill; meanwhile, 
their servers are paid on hourly basis. There is 
nothing wrong with tipping these hard- working 
people, because they all depend on their tips to 
make a living as well. 

Food and pizza delivery drivers go through 
hell bringing your food to your door. Some 
customers don’t even shovel their walk or 
stairs. Some homes don’t even turn their lights 
on at nights for the driver to see their address. 
Some don’t even salt their driveway. 

I have seen food delivery drivers slip and fall 
on your doorway and never complain, when 
they have the right to sue for damages. They do 
their job diligently and proudly. The least you 
can do is tip and thank them! 

They’re people with families and in some cases 
with little children. They’re not aliens or robots. 
Have some common courtesy and treat them 
with respect and gratitude. 

Let’s treat the industry fairly and keep 
minimum-wage people happy, and small 
business thriving. Like you, they all work hard 
and pay taxes to get by. 

This day and age, let’s encourage our workforce 
and keep our economy rolling for everyone’s 
sake.

The Premier's Award for 
Agri-Food Innovation Excel¬ 
lence was established in 2007 
to recognize innovation in 
the production, processing 
and distribution of food that 
strengthen the province's 
important agricultural sector. 

Since then, a total of 375 of 
the awards, which include a 
cash prize, have been handed 
out. This year, the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food announced 50 recipients 
of the award for innovation 
excellence, including seven 
given to recipients in Simcoe, 
Bruce and Grey and Simcoe 
counties. 

On Nov. 14, Barrie MPP 


Ann Hoggarth presented the 
awards to the winners at a 
special ceremony held at the 
South Innisfil Community 
Centre in Lefroy. 

Winners were Summitview 
Farm and T&K Ferri Orchards 
in Clarksburg; Hoity Toity Cel¬ 
lars Inc. in Mildmay, Dorn¬ 
och Hops Ltd. in Durham; 
Peace Naturals Project Inc. 
in Stayner; Barrie Hill Farms 
in Barrie; and Bradford West 
Gwillimbury's Carron Farms 
Ltd. 

The innovations are wide- 
ranging, and varied. 

Barrie Hill Farms was rec¬ 
ognized for its ingenuity in 
freezing not only surplus blue¬ 
berries, ensuring year-round 
availability, but surplus aspar¬ 


agus in a 8.5'' inch format 
that reduces waste, and has 
been getting an "enthusiastic 
thumbs up" from consumers. 

Owner Morris Gervais 
thanked OMAF for the award, 
and promised, "We're going to 
try to keep working hard, and 
keep competitive." 

Carron Farms, which grows 
heirloom carrots that come in 
red, purple, black, white, yel¬ 
low and orange, found a way 
to adapt existing computer¬ 
ized equipment from Europe, 
to ensure that each bag con¬ 
tains not only the right weight, 
but the proper mix of colours. 

Farm owner fason Verlcailc 
accepted the award, not¬ 
ing, "The food that farmers in 
Ontario grow is good and safe 


and nutritious... It's great that 
farms and farming communi¬ 
ties do get recognized for the 
work they put into growing 
our food." 

Hoity Toity Cellars Inc. in 
Mildmay developed an inno¬ 
vative new product in 2013, 
after a long winter and cool 
growing season resulted in 
45% of their grapes failing to 
meet wine production stand¬ 
ards. In looking for an alter¬ 
native use, owners Gary and 
Diane Fischer came up with 
a unique low-alcohol grape 
cider, made from frozen 
grape juice and using tradi¬ 
tional wine-malcing equip¬ 
ment - an alternative to 
imported ciders. 

"We do a ton of tours at our 


farm," said Gary Fischer. "The 
biggest thing I want them to 
leave with is the fact that we 
are farmers. This is who we 
are, and this is what we do... 
We're just people who want to 
make a good product." 

Peace Naturals Project Inc. 
of Stayner reflects a new sec¬ 


tor of the Agri-Food indus¬ 
try: medical marijuana pro¬ 
duction. The company was 
praised for the consistency of 
its product, and the operating 
procedures, security guide¬ 
lines and safe production 
practices that have become 
industry standards.

When retiring South Sim¬ 
coe police Sgt. Robert Eeles 
first signed up with what 
later became Peel Regional 
Police on May 23, 1978, he 
was too young to be a con¬ 
stable. 

He served as a cadet for a 
year and his very first radio 
call was to Pearson Interna¬ 
tional Airport after Air Can¬ 
ada Flight 89 blew a tire and 
skidded off the runway into a 
ravine, killing two and injur¬ 
ing more 100 passengers. 

Eeles made constable in 
1979 and his first call was to 
the train derailment in Mis¬ 
sissauga that led to the evac¬ 
uation of 200,000 residents. 

"We were checking for 
looters... and we even had 
to go and feed the pets," he 
remembers. 

It was a dramatic start to 
a career in policing that has 
spanned 36 years, 28 of those 
years in Innisfil. 

Eeles joined the Innisfil 
Police Service in 1986, was 
there for the amalgamation 
of Innisfil and Bradford West 
Gwillimbury services in 1997 
and has continued to serve 
with the South Simcoe police 
and making patrol sergeant 
in 1999. 

Over the years he was 
assigned uniformed patrol, 
traffic and marine — operat¬ 
ing Innisfil's first marine res¬ 
cue boat, a tiny single engine 
craft always threatened by 
the swells on Lake Simcoe 
— and spent time in crimi¬ 
nal investigations. He was 
also spent two years with the 
break, enter and theft team, 
where his nickname was 
"Casper... as in the friendly 


ghost." 

In the first year of B.E.A.T., 
the team recovered over $1 
million in stolen property. 

He's now back to platoon 
sergeant — "Back to my 
roots," he says — but not for 
long. Eeles is retiring. 

He'll be using his banked 
hours and vacation time 
immediately and will be "off 
the books and gone" on Feb. 
28, 2015. 

On Nov. 14, South Sim¬ 
coe police held a retirement 
party for Eeles at the North 
Division headquarters and 
there were plenty of shared 
memories, plenty of reminis¬ 
cences, and laughs. 

He was thanked for start¬ 
ing up the pick-up hockey 
team that met weekly, and 
his involvement in the A1 
Kuzmich Memorial Hockey 
Tournament, which has 
raised over $100,000 for 
charity. Innisfil Coun. Doug 
Lougheed, a former South 
Simcoe police officer, vividly 
remembered a dramatic res¬ 
cue on Lake Simcoe when 
Eeles took out the tiny boat 
in five to six-foot swells to 
rescue a windsurfer off Big 
Bay Point. 

"He went out there, he did 
the job, everybody was safe 
and sound," Lougheed said. 

Police Chief Rick Beazley 
thanked Eeles for his years of 
service, presenting him with 
a certificate, and a 'retired' 
badge. 

"It was a lot of fun. I loved 
every minute of it," Eeles 
said. "It's been a great ride: 
never a dull moment, always 
changing, every day." 

His plans, going forward? 

"Six months of doing noth¬ 
ing. Just kick back - zero on 
the plate!"

Getting to the core of your core

Everyone in the fitness 
world is talking about the 
importance of a healthy 
core. 

Your core, which is the 
center of gravity of your 
body, consists of numerous 
muscles, organs, ligaments, 
nerves, and of course, your 
spine and pelvis. 

Too often a fitness pro¬ 
fessional will reference the 
core or abdominal area and 
only focus on the muscles. 
If you want to be healthy 
and have a strong core, 
that's simply not enough. 

The muscles are only one 
component of your core 
and they are not the most 
important. 

Muscles are attached to 
bones and they are con¬ 
trolled by nerves, so they 
depend on spinal align¬ 
ment and proper nerve 
supply to have a chance at 
being strong and healthy. 
When the spine is not 
aligned properly it can 
place unnecessary stress 
on the muscle, which can 


lead to injuries and limit 
performance.

Research in Spine 


reported that 'nerve root 
compression can exist 
without pain) and the Jour¬ 
nal of Manipulative and 
Physiological Therapeutics 
reported in a study by B.I. 
Rydevilc that just five to ten 
millimeters of pressure can 
interfere with the nutrition 
of the nerve, starving it of 


necessary nutrients. 

Researcher Seth Sharp¬ 
less, at the University of 
Colorado, found that on spi¬ 
nal nerve roots — where the 
nerves exit the spine — it 
only took eight to ten mil¬ 
limeters of pressure, about 
the weight of a dime, to 
reduce nerve transmission. 


Another study by T. 
Videman, M.D., from the 
Institute of Occupational 
Health in Helsinki, Fin¬ 
land, found that after two 
weeks of immobilization, 
the first signs of scar tissue 
begin to appear. 

Underestimating the 
importance of good align¬ 


ment, a healthy spine and 
nervous system as it relates 
to the core is a mistake. Most 
people only take care of their 
spine when it hurts and they 
ignore their spinal alignment 
until they have pain.

Female students encouraged 
to pursue the skilled trades

NEW TECUMSETH — Only 4% of 
skilled tradespeople in Ontario are 
women. 

That's a statistic that the Ontario Youth 
Apprenticeship Program (OYAP) and Skills 
Canada Ontario are hoping to change by 
attracting more young women to jobs into 
the trades. 

The Skills Work! For Women Career 
Exploration, a special networking and 
mentoring event held at the Nottawasaga 
Inn Resort in Alliston on Thursday, Nov. 13 
was designed to introduce young women 
to some of the jobs available to them. 

More than 170 female high-school stu¬ 
dents in grades 9 through 12 — from 
approximately 15 schools in Simcoe 
County and York Region — were invited 
to attend. 

“This event is one way we can encour¬ 
age female students to explore the trades 
as a career option," said Simcoe County 
District School Board OYAP co-ordinator 
Sarah Kelcewich. 

Students tried hands-on activities — 
working with wood and learning about 
electricity — and watched the documen¬ 
tary Bridging the Gap, about the chal¬ 
lenges and benefits of working in skilled 
trades. 

They also 12 women mentors talk about 
the challenges women face when work¬ 
ing in skilled trades, including resentment 
from male co-workers. 

Mentors included representatives of the 
electrical, construction, marine engine 
and automotive fields, but also a hairstyl¬ 
ist, fashion designer and sous chef. 

“We have included a few from the serv¬ 
ice sector, just to provide the information," 
said Kelcewich, noting that choices were 
based on interest from students, the needs 
of employers and the challenge of finding 
local women in the trades. 

“I was hired as a supervisor on one of 
my shifts early on. The men didn't like that 
I was their supervisor," said Lorraine Vella, 
with Hydro One. “I said, 'Too bad. Now get 
the work done.'' 

After 25 years in the trades as a cab¬ 
inet-maker, Georgian College teacher 
Lynn MacKinlay noted that “things hap¬ 
pen every day" but advised the students to 


“pick your battles. Find a balance in how 
much you want to fight, because it can be 
exhausting." 

MacKinlay said that when she started 
in the trades, the field was dominated by 
white men. Women and minorities were 
under-represented. 

“This is my own personal value. What I 
want my legacy to be is, when I leave, the 
under-represented people will be more 
welcome," he said. 

There was advice on how to find a 
pathway into the trades: through fam¬ 
ily, through school certification, through 
OYAP and apprenticeship programs. 

“I think anything can lead to the path¬ 
way," Vella said. “It's where your decisions 
lead you." 

There was also advice on getting 
noticed, for all the right reasons. 

“Be prepared for the interview. Research 
that company. You have to show some 
interest in the job," Vella said. 

The young women were also advised 
to pay attention to their appearance. They 
were told to wear work clothes (no short 
skirts) no cleavage, tone down the make¬ 
up and leave the perfume at home. 

“You want to be professional," said Calli 
Doucette, a fourth-year construction elec¬ 
trician apprentice. “You're not there to 
meet anyone. Show up on time and early." 

The students were also told to be pre¬ 
pared to initially get all the worst jobs and 
to be prepared to get dirty and work hard. 

The reward, besides the satisfaction and 
the challenge? 

“A big fat paycheque at the end of the 
day," said Carol Bertram. 

Although the number of women in the 
trades has been low, “what's been really 
encouraging is the increasing interest. 

Last year, OYAP organized workshops 
for girls interested in skilled trades and 20 
girls showed up. This year some had to be 
turned away and there was a waiting list. 

“Events like this allow girls with that 
interest to see other girls that are inter¬ 
ested," Kelcewich said. “They're not iso¬ 
lated with one or two in a school." 

Instead, they can see the options, see 
others who pursued that career path, and 
make the decision, “I'm going to be that 
girl. It's been a hugely inspiring day," she 
said.

Innisfil council says goodbye

The 2010-2014 members of 
Innisfil council met for the last 
time on Wednesday, Nov. 12. 

Of the nine members of 
council, five will not be return¬ 
ing to office. 

Two — Councillors Maria 
Baier and Rod Boynton — 
decided not to run for re-elec¬ 
tion. Three were defeated: 
Coun. Ken Simpson, Deputy 
Mayor Dan Davidson, and 
Mayor Barb Baguley. 

Council held a final meet¬ 
ing to deal with a few items 
of business, but primarily to 
say thank you to the outgoing 
council and farewell to those 
not returning. 

"It ain't easy. Putting a name 
on a ballot is more than just 
craving attention or stoking an 
ego," said director of develop¬ 
ment Don Eastwood. "It's an 
act of courage." 

He praised the outgoing 
council for their achievements 
over the past four years, not 
least of which was the adop¬ 
tion of the Inspiring Innisfil 
2020 strategic plan. 

"We owe you thanks," he 
said. 

There were special presenta¬ 
tions to the five members who 
are leaving. 

Town of Innisfil CAO John 
Skorobohacz spoke of Mayor 
Baguley's commitment to blur¬ 
ring the lines between council 
and administration to work for 
the good of the municipality. 

"Your leadership and 
your guidance (have) been 
second to none," he said, 
moving the town forward 


"in leaps and bounds." 
Baguley received a standing 
ovation. 

Deputy CAO Jason Rey- 
nar spoke of the "staggering" 
amount of work accomplished 
by the outgoing council, 
accomplishments "literally in 
the hundreds. Literally, every 
issue that came before you was 
important. It was important to 
the residents, it was important 
to the town." 

He too thanked Mayor Bagu¬ 
ley, especially for her work in 
establishing the Mayor's Golf 
Tournament and Mayor's 
Gala, which have raised "hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars" 
for community groups and ini¬ 
tiatives. He also spoke of coun¬ 
cil's respect for staff. 

"You did respect our advice, 
even if you didn't take it all the 
time," Reynar said. 

There were comments from 
other staff members, and from 
members of the audience, 
before each member of coun¬ 
cil said a few words, their last, 
until the Dec. 3 meeting that 
will inaugurate a new council. 

Mayor Baguley acknowl¬ 
edged that there had been 
missteps: the proposed name 
change for the municipality and 
the 'Christmas tree debacle. 

"They excited the popula¬ 
tion. It's good to have excited 
the population, as long as they 
don't have guns," she quipped. 
"These are the kinds of things 
that make a community rich 
and deep. Thank you for work¬ 
ing together. Thank you for 
making dynamic changes." 

She thanked town staff "for 
the services you provide. We 
work with mutual trust, and 


that is so important. You're a 
great team," and the residents 
of Innisfil, for "letting me play 
the game." 

Baguley also referred to the 
report of the integrity commis¬ 
sioner, which found that she 
had on one occasion breached 
the town's code of conduct. 

"I wanted the code of con¬ 
duct, I was a champion of the 
code of conduct, and tonight, 
you saw that it works," she said. 

Finally, she said farewell to 
what she called "probably the 
most cohesive, honest and 
dedicated group of people," 
and received a second stand¬ 
ing ovation. 

"Every one of you has 
grown, not only as individuals 
but as leaders," Skorobohacz 
concluded. "What I saw was 
democracy in action. You have 
left a high standard that others 
will follow." 

Comments from 
the 2010 - 2014 members 
of Innisfil council 

Rod Boynton (did not 
run): “Innisfil, in five years, 
had become a progressive, 
business-like, results-driven 
team. Innisfil will not be the 
place to be in 2020, it’s the 
place to be right now.” 

Richard Simpson 
(acclaimed): “It’s been 
tremendous over the last 
four years. I’ve gained new 
friends.” He thanked his fellow 
councillors, especially Mayor 
Baguley. “You’ve been a very 
good mayor and a good chair.” 

Bill Lougheed (re-elected as 
councillor): “It’s been an honour 
to work with you.” 


Lynn Dollin (deputy mayor 
elect): “It’s sad to be saying 
goodbye to Ward 7. It’s been 
my family for 20 years.” Dollin 
noted that Mayor Baguley 
was not only the town’s first 
female mayor, she was “the 
hardest working mayor. You 
never miss an event. I think the 
municipality will miss you.” 

Doug Lougheed (re-elected 
as councillor): “I have learned 
something from each and every 
one of you at this council table.” 

Maria Baier (did not run): 

“We live in a time of distrust and 
disillusionment with politicians,” 
but this council has been “honest 
and hard-working. There’s been 
a great deal of respect.” Baier 
thanked Mayor Baguley for being 
“a great leader and a role model 
to me. She leaves big shoes here 
to be filled.” 

Ken Simpson (defeated): “It’s 
been a whirlwind four years. 
Much of the groundwork has 
been laid for the next council. I 
hope they stay the course.” 

Dan Davidson (defeated 
as deputy mayor): “After 
eight years, I still hate making 
speeches. It takes a team to 
make a town. Of course we 
argue: big deal. I respect you 
all, I admire you all. From an 
educational standpoint, I’ve 
learned a lot. You guys have 
made me feel inclusive.” 

Barb Baguley (defeated as 
mayor): “We improved things 
by trust, and I found that 
refreshing. When you trust your 
staff and allow them to work in 
the best possible way, you get 
the best work. We did, I think 
most important of all, open our 
government to the community. 
There was no question they 
couldn’t ask.”

How to light up your house 
safely this holiday season

(NC) It's the holiday sea¬ 
son, our most festive time 
of the year. It's a time of cel¬ 
ebration, joy and connect¬ 
ing with family and friends.

- Have someone rou¬ 
tinely shovel the walk, 
clear your car off if it 
snows, or park their car in 
your driveway if you're tak¬ 
ing yours. 

- Don't forget garbage 
collection day. Ask a 
neighbour to put a bag of 
garbage at your curb on 
garbage day so not to tip 
off burglars. 

- Set your lights on tim¬ 
ers, in various rooms. With 
some timers, the lights go 
on and off at different 
times each day, which 
means a burglar can't pick 
up on a pattern. 

- Look into installing 
motion sensor lights out¬ 
side to help deter a burglar. 
Consider installing them in 
front and back. 

- Ensure that all your 
doors and windows are 
locked and secure.

Create an energy-efficient 
home for the holidays (560 
words, US, UK, CAN) 

'Tis the season to be festive, 
and that usually means string¬ 
ing up hundreds of twinkling 
lights to create a welcoming 
glow on dark winter nights. 
Some people view the holiday 
season as their chance to go all 
out with regard to decorating 
their homes with an abun¬ 
dance of lights, inflatable lawn 
ornaments and maybe even 
some mechanical figures. 

While these decorations cer¬ 
tainly may be symbols of the 
season, it's easy to forget just 
how much energy and 
resources they consume.

ornaments contribute to the 
energy consumption per 
household. Even so, environ¬ 
mentally conscious individuals 
need not skip the holiday 
decor and entertaining. Fortu¬ 
nately, there are various ways 
to be energy efficient with holi¬ 
day decor this season. 

• Switch to LED lights. LED 
lights consume a fraction of the 
energy traditional incandes¬ 
cent bulbs do. While a stand¬ 
ard string of 50 lights con¬ 
sumes 300 watts, LED sets only 
consume four watts. This not 
only saves energy, but also 
considerable amounts of 
money over the course of the 
holiday season. 

• Use fiber-optic decora¬ 
tions. Fiber optic items are lit 
by one light. The illumination 
carries through the fiber optic 
cables to the entire decoration. 

• Use a power strip and 
timer. Plug decorations into a 
power strip (be sure to follow 
the recommended power load 
for safety) and hook everything 


up to a timer so lights are not 
on when no one can see them. 

• Check light strands. Always 
inspect lights for frayed wires 
and any damage. Frayed lights 
are less efficient and pose a 
considerable safety risk. 

• Enhance decorations. Use 
mirrors and reflective orna¬ 
ments to give the appearance 
of more lights without actually 
adding more. 

• Turn off ambient lighting. 
Christmas tree lights or the 
lights framing a picture win¬ 
dow should be sufficient to 
light up a room. Keep lamps 
and overhead lighting off while 
the tree is lit to save money and 
energy. 

• Lower the thermostat. 
When entertaining, turn the 
thermostat down a few 
degrees. Having extra people 
in your home will raise the 
temperature. Similarly, heat 
generated by the oven and 
other cooking appliances can 
warm up a home. Don't waste 


energy by keeping the heat 
turned on high. 

• Invest in rechargeable bat¬ 
teries. According to Energy 
Quest, 40 percent of all batter¬ 
ies are purchased during the 
holiday season. To power 
those many gifts and devices, 
use rechargeable batteries 
which can be used again and 
again. 


• Change your cooking prac¬ 
tices. Smaller appliances use 
less energy. Put those toaster 
ovens, slow cookers and elec¬ 
tric fryers to good use. Only use 
the oven if you are cooking a 
large meal.
